Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues (page 12) that Kato teaches 
thatreaction force is not executed in hands-off state. However, Kato teaches a return force (fig. 4 & 7) that have the same effect. Figures 8 
and 10 also teach a reaction force for hands-off state. 

The applicant argues (page 13) that Kato does not teach using non-zero values for velocity and acceleration for hands-free state. Serizawa 
et al. teach summing steering angle, velocity, and acceleration terms, which can be combined with Katos's teaching of reducing reaction 

force in hands-off state. 

The applicant argues (page 13) that return force equations of figures 4 & 7 of Kato are completely different equationsthat are not a 
reduction in reaction force. Col. 3, lines 50-55 of Kato that reducing reaction force would merely be a simplified way to calculate return 
force. Using the same equations would be a simplified way of reducing reaction force in hands-off state. 

Serizawa teaches a summation of the the coefficients CO CI C2 calculated from vehicle speed V in equation (7) (par. 5, lines 16-40). The 
command value calculated from the coefficients is supplied to the actuator. 
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
